mavſip to linguler, Yer for all this, could he nor pet» 
ſwadc himſclte, but that che reafonable Soule was cor- 
ruptibleand not immoretall. For he ſeeing (often times 
by expcricace)that it is altered ſo eafily by heate, by cold, 
by moyſturc, and by drougth 3 and principally conſide- 
ring that the ſame departes from the Body by ouermuch 
heatez or when a man gtueth himſelfe exccſtiuely to Laf- 
ciuiouſneſſe,or drinketh Poylon, and ſuch other bode! 
alcerations, which bereaue the lite, For if it were bodilefle 
aid ſpiriruall (as Plats taught him) heate being a qualitie, 
could not make the ſame to loole his powers, ner ſet his 
operations in ſuch a garboyle. Thele reaſons brought 
Galen into a confuſion : and though he had knowledge of 
the Euangelicall doAriac, could not receauc it. Yer for all 
that doubted notto ſay,that it was in the body of ar Infabtrs 
for that ic could nor well worke without it : vetcrly de- 
priuing.tle Soule vigicable, or ſcnfitiue, of any power 1n 
{o glorious a frame. 
Hipocrates (as Scaliger reports) held that the Soule was 
forged of Vater and Ayer, How he mean&s,[ as yet vn- 
derſtand not,by reaſon he breakes off in the rehcarſall of 
his opinion: yet I am inforced to thinke, that Hipocrates 
i1dgedth* Soule ro be an Ayecric fubſtaunce : For that 
 Bartholomeas in his Booke of Naturall things, ſayth : that 
the Soule (taken as the aunticart Phiſtions did)zs a certaine 
Subſizrnce ſubtile and ayerie 5 that by [trength of heate 
multiplying in mans body; and by the Arteries, Veynes, 
and Pulſes, giucthto Bealtes breath, life, and workings

and yoluntary moouing and ſirength , Py the metnes of 
Sinewcs and Muſcles in Bodycs that baue Soules, itis in+ 
gendred by heate, working in the blood, and by turning 
ynto the Heart, and by moouing and {myting the.partes 
of the Heart,the Spirite is made more purezand is turned 
into a more ſubtile kind3 and is called of the Phifttions, 
Spiritus vital vitale 3 or, Lively facultic And by che 
working inthe Liner,it is called Spiritus naturalis, Natu- 
rall tacultie . And working inthe Head, it is Spiritns ant- 
malis, Amimall facultie; But we muſt not thinke this 
Spirite to be mans reaſonable Soule, but to be more truly 
the Chayre and vpholder of the fame, and proper inſttu- 
ment: For bythe uature of ſuch a Spirit, the Soule 1s ioy- 
ned to the Body : and without the ſeruice of ſuch a Spi-

Bur t6 add ynto theſe, Men of more vnderſtanding. 
Fornelixs no leflc prayſed then prayſe worthy :Inhis 7. 
Booke and 13. Chapter De Procreatione,laytli:; That the 
Soulecrecated by the moſt excellent Creator of all things, 
%Yoth enter into,inhabite,and abide,inthe whole prepared 
and ordered body of the Infant, cucn in the moment of 
times and that is, in the fourth Month :in which time, the 
Heart & Brayne are finiſhed, From whence /obs Rieſlanu 
his Commentator difſenterh nor, yer more deuinely : If

But to baniſh T ertullian 
with hiserrour,(as he was molt grollſe in what he erred)

that God had giucn him a fcllow, . imparted ynto her as 
well his nature as name3and fayd : This fleſh of my fleſh, 
and bone of my bones ; ſhee ſhall be called Woman, hecauſe ſhee 
was taken ont of Man,He being taught by God, knew well 
that ſhe had no part nor portion of his Soulc: for if ſhes

de conceptu animes reieing the corporalitic ofthe Soulc, 
and traducement : you ſhale fiade matter of great mo- 
ment, ſharpe wit, and ſufficient proofe, both by the ex- 
prricnce of the Mothers,and reaſon of our ſelucs, That 
the Infants in their wombes haue life . Tt lite, of neceſsitie 
Soulcs 3 for ic is the life it {elfe: Nay not any other ſtrange 
orcontraric liuelineſſe then their owne Mothers, but the 
famclife with them þ1 mot gaudia veſfra, ſpeaking vnto 
their Mothers, 8 ſuch as be Child-bearing women, faith:
